bill, will allow naval officers lie»ow 
the grade of rear admiral to retire at 
Uie next highest grade. 


This will take care of 
Paymaster- 


General E. B. Rogers, v.-aose resigna- 
tion Secretary Meyer asked for 
re- 


cently. Admiral Rogers la eligible for 
retirement, but is unwilling to accept 
a detail at his present actual rans 
of captain. 


It is expected that this arrange- 


ment will facilitate Secretary Meyer's 
plans for reorganizing the bureau of 
supplies and accounts and putting of- 
ficers in charge there w:io will be ni 
full sympathy with his administration 
of the department.

The exact time of tho transit of 


Halley's comet across tne sun's dish 
has been calculated by Dr. Kobold of 
tho Kiel observatory, Ger, and that 
astronomer, who Is regarded as one of 
the leaders in the science, places the 
time of ingress at 3.17 a. m., May 19, 
Greenwich mean time, or 17 minutes 
past 10 o'clock on May IS according 
to eastern standard time. 


Dr. Kobold's calculations were re- 


ceived yesterday at the Harvard ob- 
servatory, but the German astronomei 
made no comment on the questions 
of the time of contact, ne-.wccn me 
earth and the tail of the comet. 


On this question the Harvard as- 


tronomers expressed the opinion Wed- 
nesday that the earth wculd not en-
